“ your fine cooperation with the 
Board of Trustees" and said ” 1 am 
sure the university will continue 
to go forward under your gu*d 
ance ” 
Grange was an all-time Univer­ 
sity of Illinois star on the gridiron 
in 1923 and 1924 
In the 1924 game 
against Michigan he rocketed to 
five touchdowns on long runs, four 
of the scores coming in 12 minutes. 
He turned professional in 1925, fin­ 
ishing his playing career in 1934 
Since 1934 he has coached, en­

Dulles said H am m arskjold and 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
J r ., U. S delegate to the U 
N , 
would come here Wednesday m orn­ 
ing for the talks. 
Reminded that Lodge had said 
he is "confident” the airmen would 
be released, Dulles said he doubt­ 
ed Lodge would consider Hammar- 
skjold’s mission a success until the 
airm en are released 
T erm ing

wrongful, Dulles

Distributed to 
County Farmers 


Sixteen thousand bluegill finger- 
lings were distributed late yester- 
day to between 30 and 40 Saline 
county farmers who will use the 
tins fish to stock their farm ponds 
Distribution took place behind 
the city hall from a tank truck 
which brought the fingerlings from 
the I 
S Department of In terio rs 
Fish and Wildlife Service. Corning, 
Ark 
Distribution was made through 
the Saline County Soil Con'<r\a- 
tion district to cooperators in the 
district. 
They received different 
numbers ranging from 250 to 1,500. 
depending on the >ize of their pond 
or ponds. 
Bass will be brought 
here in May 
Thomas Morgan, district soil con 
servatiomst. explained that ponds 
are stocked at a rate of 500 blue- 
gills and 50 bass per surface acre 
of water 
When a pond is ferti­ 
lized according 
to specifications, 
he added, the num ber ot fish can 
be doubled. 
A regular commercial fertilizer. 
8 8 8 or 10-10-10 mixture (nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potassium) is rec­ 
ommended, Mr. Morgan continued, 
with the application 
80 
to 
100 
pounds per surface acre 
First ap­ 
plication should be made in the 
spring after the water has w armed 
and then everv two weeks until the 
algae in the w ater has grown to 
the extent that the water is so 
cloudy one cannot see the bottom 
or any shining object one foot be­ 
low the surface, he said 
Then, when the water clears up. 
applications should be resumed, he 
stated 
Mr 
Morgan explained that the 
algae and microscopic water ani­ 
mals furnish food for the bluegill 
fingerlings. 
Revealing the importance of fer­ 
tilizing fish ponds. Mr Morgan said 
that from unfertilized pond the fish 
yield is 50 to 150 pounds of tish 
per surface acre where from the 
fertilized pond the yield would be 
200 to 600 pounds 
Fertilizing also 
brings bigger fish, he stated 
"A proper fertilized pond can 
bring in $175 worth of good food 
to the farm table.” he stated. 
Eighty farm 
ponds have been 
stocked with fish by the Saline 
County Soil Conservation district 
so far. Mr Morgan added.
